A DEFENCE OF THE ‘SHIPPING 
CONFERENCES, 
At the fifty-seventh annual inceting of 
the P. and O. Compuny, the Chniriann, Sir 
Thomas Suthorland, in the course of his 
speech made the following remarks :—<% 
thia point I wish-to interpose some remarks 
in reply to yehomont attacks which havo 
leen nade upon us owing te our connection 
with Shipping conforeneces, of-which the 


main burden is that wo have fostered 


foreign trade at tho expense of British come 
merce. One spirited and highly imaginative 
writer has described us as + Vampires,’ and 
I do not know whether yor detect ‘any in- 
dication of this blood-curdling apparition in 
the benignant countenances of the gentle 
men who surround me at this table. 
(Laughlor.) If it was true, however, that 
we fostered forcign tradu ‘at tho exponisa of 
our own, we should deserve condemnation, 
but it is nut trae. “This neeusation is a very 
old story, and it was fornmlly brought 
against us in the Houso of Commona ton 
years ago, when the mail contracts uf -1887 
were debated. What I said in the course 
of that, debute romaina true to-day, and L 
was able to convince the House not only 
that the company had not fostered foreign 
at’ the expéngs of English trade, but 
that they had dono overything in their 
power in the pppealte direction, and even 
made considerable sacrifices, in order to 
prevéht any unfuir advantage accruing to 
foreign interests. Lot mo explain to you 
in & word what a shipping conference is. 
Steamship companios may be divided into 
twa classes :—First, that which owns the 
xen rover or ‘ocean tramp,’ and which sails 
hore, there, and cyerywhere, the Atlantic, 
the Black Sea, the Indian Ocean, or whur- 
ever tho chances of good business appear 
mort favourable. The other class owns 
what are called liners, namely ships more 
or less like eur own, which inaintain regular 
services to certain porta, and which sail 
at. stated intervals,— whether they are 
full or not full of cargo~ér passengers 
Thesy liners my bo credited with meet- 
ing the everyday requirements of .com- 
meree, otherwise they certainly would 
not exist, but it has beon found ‘by ex- 
perivuce that these regular services are im- 
possible without an understanding between 
the various companias as to rates of freight, 
ay otherwise these rates would be subject 
to violent fluctuations, such as would not 
only ho inimied to the interests of the 
lines, but would prevent merchants from 
being alle to operate’ with any degree of 
certuinty_in regard to the conveyance of 
their goods, and moro especially of valuable 
cargo. ‘These conferences may be com- 
pared to ‘the agreements which exist ba- 
tween the various railway companios of the 
Gnited Kingdom, Railways charge idens 
tioul rates when running to the same points, 
although they compete in speed, train 
accommodation,, and general 
which is exactly-what these lines of stoam- 
ships do. But the difference he- 
twcen railwayy and steamship com- 
panics is very great, for, whereas it is 
4 most difficult thing to start anew railway, 
ox, apart from othor obstacles, Parliamen- 
tary powers are necossary for the purpose, 
no such legislative sanction is necenrary to 
inaugurate new lines of shipping, and when 
merchants aro nof satisfied, they can start 
lines in opposition to any conference in tho 
world, provided, of course, they are willing 
wy lye movcy a8 shipdwners in order to 
give ‘uffect ta the theories which it*may bb 
convonieht to them to ontertain ag

:from Bombay to China in order to break 
down the rates that were then charged by 
the Pennaular and. Oriental Company, 
The sronsh was effected, and at the end of 
a faw monthe—certarnly lees than a year 
I received @ letter from the chalrinan of 
the Austrian Lloyds, telling mo that he 
regrotted very minch having entered into 
tho business, but being fettered hy his 
Goveroment contrast, it was Imp! lo for 
his éompany how to abandon ft. Would ve, 
therefore, agree th inake peads upon such 
terms. ns we thonght fair?
